lExpect To Control Eight-Mile 
Blaze By 6 O'Clock Tonight 


After raging for over five days in the canyons and on the | 
seaks of the Sierra Madre mountains overlooking Upland on 
‘he north, the disastrous forest fire is expected to be — 


__ District Ranger Anselmo Lewis of the U. S. Forest service in | 


charge of the fire fighting in An- 
geles National 

Bernardino National - forest, an- 
nounced this time for controlling 
the blaze late yesterday. 

At this time a total of 3,360 
acres of brush and timber are in- 
volved in the fire, covering 1314 
miles. Of this total, eight miles 
are still uncontrolled. 

Seven hundred and 48 men are 
fighting the blaze, and equip- 
ment in use ineludes 12 bulldozers 
and 21 tankers. Three fire camps 
are being maintained, one in San 
Antonio canyon near Camp Baldy, 
one at the mouth of Cucamonga 
eanyon, and a third on top of 
Ontario peak. Supplies were drop- 
ped by airplane to the latter 
group of fighters Tuesday night. 

Equipment used in fighting the 
blaze since shortly after 12 noon 
Saturday include federal, state 
and county equipment from all 
over this general area. Fire fight- 
ers include federal, state and coun- 
ty employes, students. canyon res- 
idents, and those enlisted from 
the state institutions at Chino. 

No homes or. cabins in the can- 
yons of the area are endangered 
and none have been destroyed or 
damaged. -Injuries to fire fighters 
have been only minor, largely 
contributed. to falling rocks. 

The fire fighting has been:con- 
centrated in Cucamonga canyon 
since Monday. when the raging 
flames presented a terrifying 
sight that could be seen for miles 
around, esvecially at. night. 

Fire fighters have been sty- 
mied by sheer canyon walls and 
inaccessible peaks. hut have main- 
tained 24-hour battle stations a- 
gainst the hungry flames. 

First sighted shortly after 12 
noon Saturday on the slope iust 
above the road in Barret canyon 
hv Sandy DeLapp. woman Forest 
Service lookout. from -her post 
four miles away on Sunset peak, 
the fire is believed to have start- 
ed when a cigarette was dropned 
by .a telephone lineman. Two 
vouths were seen installing a line 
im the eanvon shortly before the 
blaze. started. 

In the matter of a few hours. 
the fire had spread east into the 
higher slones and into the manv 
eanyons. An awe inspiring sight 
from Unlanders’ vantage point, 
the fire will undoubtedly leave 
flood. enntrol: problems for this 
area in its wake.

Flood Control Committee Alerted 


To Plan For Dike 


Extensions 


Officials of the local flood control district are today prepar- 
ing plans for a possible expenditure of more than $100,000 in 
extending dikes and cleaning out and enlarging cross walls in 
Cucamonga canyon as a safeguard against local floods. 


While the disastrous fire in the 
adjacent mountains is continuing 
to burn valuable underbrush and 
timber, the local flood control 
organization is alerted and ready 
for action. 

As soon as possible, a determin- 


ation will be made as to the 
extent of the increased flood 
hazard. due to the fire. An esti- 


will be made as to the a- 
mount of water that might rush 
down the burned-off canyons on 
to this area. Based on these esti- 
mates of possibilities. the flood 
eontrol engineering staff, a flood 
eontrol advisory committee and 
the county board of supervisors 
will determine how much money 
will be expended. 

Emergency. flood control work 
will be started immediately and 
Don Adams, chairman of the 11- 
man flood control advisory com- 
mittee, forecast that machines 
and men might be on various proj- 
ects by the end of the month. 
Royal V. Ward, Upland, engin- 
eer for the flood control district. 

Tentative plans for an expand- 
ed flood control project in Cuca- 
monga canyon have been pre- 
pared in a long-range program 
and these plans may be followed 
in the emergency. 

Mr. Adams _ estimated that 
$100,000 in the local flood contro} 
budget have not as vet been ex-

pended and is available to help 
in meeting the possible winter 
flood damage. Portions of the

“The earliest thing I can _re- 
member is the election campaign 
for Fremont and Dayton,” pro- 
claimed the charming and kindly 
lady.

Born Dec. 11, 1853, near what 
has since become Kirkwood, Ill.. 
Mrs. Cochran moved to Uplana 
‘n 1901 with her husband and two 
sons from Tacoma, Wash. Prior 
to living in Tacoma, she had call- 
ed Saiem, Oregon, and Iowa and 
Tllinois cities “home”. 

Approximately 70 years ago 
she married the late Leonard 
Gurley Cochran, who died in 1921 
“ollowing his passing. Mrs. Coch- 
ran left Upland to return to her 
native Kirkwood as a substitute 
teacher. She remained there. how- 
ever, for 10 ‘years, teaching in the 
high school until she was 76. 

Prior to her husband’s death 
Mrs. Cochran taught in the Up-

Any effort to legislate truck traffic off Euclid 
avenue is going to face almost insurmountable 
obstacles. 

Where would the trucks go? Name any 
thoroughfare, such as Central, Mountain or Ar- 
chibald ovenues and you merely name arteries 
that already have their problems and will con- 
stantly have more problems. 


If there was not another way to solve the 
truck problem, it is likely that something would 
be done about diverting trucks from Euclid. 

Something else can be done. however. In 
doing that “something” lies the solution to the 
truck traffic problem. “That Something” is the 
construction of a new “diagonal” highway from 
Valley boulevard (A street), Ontgyio, on al- 
most a direct line to Cajon pass. Definite plans 
for this new artery have been given serious 
consideration. Two members of the county 
board of supervisors are reported to favor con- 
struction of the new highway. 

We will take the published words of Mayor 
R. L. Gazvoda of Fontana to give the reason for 
the highwcy not being actually constructed. 

“Selfish interests are keeping the area from 
getting the diagonal highway,” the mayor is 
quoted in the Fontana News and Herald. The 
newspaper adds: “He did not identify the ‘sel- 
fish interests,/ but he left no doubt that he 

neant the city of San Bernardino.” 

Mayor Gazvoda’s words will be music to 
the ears of Supervisor Will R. Mason, who is 
actively behind the program to get the new 
highway consiructed. 

“Mayor G. E. McQuatters of Ontario has also 
“chatged the county with dereliction in not 
building the diagonal and other ‘north-south’ 
roads.” 

Por many years, San Bernardino city “in- 
teres” have energetically protested any move 
to dR anything to disturb the present tourist 
highway leading from Cajon pass into the city 
of Sgn Bernardino. The proposed “digonal” 
highway is the same as the long-discussed 
“Devpre cut-off. NIf this cut-off were ever con- 
strucied it would reduce by at least 10° mileg 
the distance between Cajon pass and its con- 
nectfon with Foothill boulevard. In other 
words, tourists and others using the Cajon pass 
over‘the mountains rhust now go into San Ber- 
narcano city. All who have studied the traffic 
situafion concur the “Devore Cutoff” is logical 
and should be erected. 

Ahswer to the situation lies with members of 
the county board of supervisors. San Bernar- 
dino, city interests, selfishly, do not want any 
chanye—and that attitude may be the reason 
a majority of the supervisors turn a deaf ear 
to prdposals about the new diagonal highway. 

The new highway can be constructed with 
the county's share of the gasoline tax funds 
collected by the county. 

Aftd so this is the situation: the new high- 
way %s needed now and will be needed more 
impefatively in each succeeding year: funds 
are available for the highway, but a majoz.c, 
of the board of supervisors oppose such « 
route? 

Do you like the heavy trucks on Euclid and 
otheg*local avenues? 

Neither do we. 

A,concerted effort by all persons in the west 
end of the county may eventually result in the 
new highway being constructed.
